Connections Housing: A Year in Review 

This March, Connections Housing in Downtown San Diego 
will celebrate its one-year anniversary. In less than a year, 
the project has already had an overwhelming impact on 
Downtown San Diego's homeless population. Connections 
Housing has decreased street homelessness by more 
than 70% within the quarter-mile radius surrounding the 

building. 

In addition to permanent homes, Connections Housing provided 11 ,000 service appointments in the 
PATH Depot, helped 110 homeless Veterans find jobs, provided 4,000 medical and mental health visits 
through Family Health Centers of San Diego, and provided more than 55,000 meals through our 
partnerships with Urban Angles and Alpha Project.
